PARIS.  — (RNS)—  No  menUon  of 
God  will  be  made  in  the  first  article  of 
the  United  Nations  draft  convention 
on  human  rights. 

That  became  evident  here  after  Bra¬ 
sil  withdrew  an  amendment  asserting 
that  all  human  beings  “are  created  In 
the  image  and  likeness  of  God." 

As  a  result,  the  first  sentence  of 
Article  I  of  the  declaration  will  read: 
“All  human  beings  are  bom  free  and 
equal  In  dignity  and  rlghU." 

Bratil's  withdrawal  of  her  amend¬ 
ment  came  after  an  appeal  had  been 
made  by  representatives  of  several 
nations.  Russia  objected  that  the  pos¬ 
tulate  that  man  is  created  in  God’s 
image  “is  much  disputed"  in  the  Soviet 
Union. 

China,  Britain  and  India  also  urged 
that  reference  to  God  be  omitted  be- 
cau.se  of  differing  religious  beliefs. 
Brazil’s  position  was  supported  by 
Argentina,  Columbia.  Bolivia  and 
Venezuela.

“All  leadership  must  listen  to  cer¬ 
tain  voices  behind  them,”  was  the 
keynote  struck  at  the  Southeastern 
Convention  by  President  Jemlson  at 
the  Beulah  Baptist  Church  in  Tampa, 
Florida. . .  The  Chief  was  at  his  best  as 
he  gave  a  gripping  exposition  on  the 
“Voices  Behind.”  He  pointed  out  that 
the  voice  of  experiences  did  not  sim¬ 
ply  mean  age,  as  Methuselah  was  an 
old  man  but  he  was  not  noted  for 
wisdom. 

He  rose  to  divine  oratory  In  speak¬ 
ing  about  ‘Thy  Brother’s  Blood  Crieth 
Up  From  The  Ground.’

COLUMBUS,  Ohio  —(RNS)—  Japan 
la  on  the  threshold  of  becoming  a 
Christian  nation,  according  to  Dr. 
Michio  Kozakl,  moderator  of  the 
Church  of  Christ  in  Japan. 

In  an  address  before  the  World  Mis¬ 
sion  Assembly  here.  Dr.  Kozakl  said 
the  Japanese  were  not  daunted  by  the 
lack  of  church  buildings,  and  were 
holding  services  In  railroad  and  police 
stations,  and  In  schools. 

“It  is  amazing,"  he  said,  “how  onr 
people  have  lost  all  the  prejudice  and 
misunderstanding  of  Christianity  to 
prevalent  In  Japan  before  the  war." 
j  Japan  On  Threshold 
Dr.  Kozakl  declared  there  was  much 
yet  to  do  and  many  obstacles  In  the 
way,  “but  Japan  is  on  the  threshold  of 
becoming  Christian.” 

“To  achieve  it,”  he  continued,  “we 
must  have  united  action.  We  need 
your  continued  prayer  and  cooperation 
in  advancing  Japan's  Christian  pro¬ 
gram.” 

Before  World  War  n.  Dr.  Kozakl 
said  Japan  was  a  “militaristic,  totali¬ 
tarian  state,  but  now,  under  a  new  con¬ 
stitution.  she  nas  abolished  the  em¬ 
peror  system.” 

“The  constitution  has  given  to  all 
equal  rights  and  freedom  of  religion. 
Japan  has  abolished  its  army,  navy 
and  air  force  and  proclanned  to  the 
world  that  she  no  longer  will  make 
war.  The  whole  attitude  of  the  people 
has  become  more  spiritual  as  a  result 
of  the  devastlng  experience  of  the 
war.”

Christians  live  in  the  Communist  area, 
he  said  the  majority  of  Christian 
churches  in  his  country  were  under 
••a  Communist-dominated,  totalitarian 
police  state.” 

-  Many  Preachers  In  Jail 
"Many  prominent  ministers  are  either 
In  jail  or  their  whereabouts  are  un- 
knowu,’’  be  added.  ’*  Many  Christian 
young  men  have  met  the  same  fate.  ’The 
Churches  are  stlil  permitted  to  bold  ser- 
vlcea  on  Sunday,  but  all  other  education¬ 
al  and  social  activities  are  forbidden. 

"The  young  people's  organisations  have 
been  disbanded.  Children  are  required  to 
attend  school  on  Sundays.  Christians 
have  been  eliminated  from  their  positions, 
usually  through  ’purges.'  No  missionaries 
are  allowed  to  enter  the  North. 

Tbere  arc  asorc  than  refagees 

la  Bouth  Earca  today  wbo  have  saeUked 
over  from  tbe  North.  Many  Christians 
are  among  them.  Coaaequeutly,  about 
two-thirds  of  the  populationo  resides  in 
the  South — iu  confusion,  tnrnooil  and  suf¬ 
fering.’’

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Homes  Are  Happiest 
Where  Religion  Is 

NEW  YORK,  September  15.  —  Re¬ 
search  studies  have  shown  a  higher 
average  of  stability  and  happiness  in 
homes  where  religion  is  given  an  im¬ 
portant  place.  Dr.  L.  Foster  Wood, 
chairman  of  the  Intercouncil  Com¬ 
mittee  on  Christian  Family  Life, 
pointed  out  today  in  announcing  the 
seventh  observance  of  Family  Week, 
May  1-8,  1949. 

“Christian  family  living  not  only 
furnishes  the  pattern  of  approach  to 
human  problems,”  he  said,  “but  it 
also  creates  a  supporting  climate 
which  aids  in  productlng  leaders  able 
to  meet  world  problems  in  a  family 
spirit” 

In  making  the  announcement.  Dr. 
Wood  said,  “When  so  much  of  civiliza¬ 
tion  ha.s  been  destroyed,  both  materi¬ 
ally  and  spiritually,  family  members 
cannot  merely  sit  by  an  expect  it  to 
be  rebuilt  by  statesmen  and  govern¬ 
ments.  The  world  of  world  statesmen 
must  be  undergirded  by  sound  living 
and  thinking  in  the  smhliest  units.”

FTMn  October  CHRISTIAN  HERALD 
Is  GOD  getting  the  mn-nronnd  at 
the  United  Nations?  Spoken  in  MI  re¬ 
verence,  that  question  has  consider¬ 
ably  more  pertinence  than  its  seeming 
flippancy  might  suggest.  It  is  a  ques¬ 
tion  that^  troubling  the  souls  of  re¬ 
ligious  people  everywhere.  They  listen 
to  their  radios  and  they  read  their 
newspapers  reporting  the  procedures 
of  this  "last  great  hope  of  mankind.” 
And  their  ears  are  cocked  and  their 
eyes  are  focused  hungrily  for  any  re¬ 
ference  to  God  or  for  any  hint  that 
the  men  who  talk  of  peace  are  even 
faintly  conscious  of  the  Prince  of 
Peace.  For  the  most  part  they  listen 
and  rend  in  vain. 

The  United  Nation*  is  an  Instrument 
of  the  universal  conscience  of  man¬ 
kind.  Yet  it  falls  signally  to  recognise 
the  media  of  that  conscience  -  or¬ 
ganized  religion.  “God”  is  the  forgot¬ 
ten  word  at  Lake  Success,  and 
wherever  else  the  UN  or  any  of  It* 
part  foregather.  No  prayer  is  said  at 
the  opening  of  meetings  of  the  Gene¬ 
ral  Assembly. 

Is  It  because  the  gentlemen  In 
striped  pants,  with  striped  consciences 
to  match,  fear  God’s  intrusion?  Or  is 
it  because  we  who  represent  Christian 
nations  In  the  UN  have  allowed  other* 
professedly  “godless”  to  “bully  us” 

!  into  a  pagan  silence? 

Now  comes  the  Paris  Assembly  of 
the  United  Nations  -  a  meeting  of 
tremendous  Import.  And,  significantly, 
a  sort  of  “periphery  movement"  on 
the  part  of  the  religious  forces  has 
f  been  Instituted  in  connection  with  the 
Assembly  opening. 

t  On  September  19th,  the  opening  day 
1  of  the  Assembly,  all  across  the  world 
e  church  bells  will  he  rung  to  call  the 
faithful  of  all  races  and  nations  and 
religions  to  prayer.  At  a  specified 
1,  hour,  millions  of  the  so-called  “little 
M  people”  of  the  earth  will  go  to  their 
knees  or  onto  their  prayer  rugs  or 
o  into  their  shrines  to  pray  that  the 
delegates  would  “do  God’s  will  In 
their  deliberations.”  Sparking  this 
ro  Universal  Angelus  was  the  Laymen’s 
>e  Movement  for  a  Christian  World.  It  is 
a  positive  affirmation  of  universal 
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gVERT  CHURCH  REFRBSENTED 
AsoMUtloaal  Goal 
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faith  which,  It  Is  to  be  hoped,  will 
crash  through  the  cynicism  and  Inef- 
flcacy  of  statesmen  whose  proud  and 
stubborn  self-sufficiency  has  proved  so 
vastly  Insufficient. 

For  three  years  the  Assembly  of  the 
United  Nations  has  striven  to  Initiate 
an  era  of  peace.  And  after  three  years 
the  world  is  still  insecure,  still  fearful, 
still  chatteringly  anxious  —  and  spe¬ 
culating  about  “the  next  world  war.” 

Why  this  continued  headlong  drift 
toward  annihilation? 

From  many  the  answer  comes  quick¬ 
ly:  “Russia!”  We  blame  Russia  readily 
and  easily  for  the  crude  Soviet  polley 
•f  communistic  obstmetioa.  But  whew 
the  answer’s  that  easy.  It’s  wrong  or  ai 
least  it’s  not  the  whole  answer. 

Point  Way  Out 

There  Is  a  way  .and  It  is  the  only 
way!  The  United  Nations,  diplomatic 
repository  of  material  power,  must  in¬ 
vite  and  activate  an  cooperate  with 
more,  obey,  moral  power. 

To  express  that  moral  power,  there 
can  be  set  up  a  Supreme  Mond  Coun¬ 
cil  of  the  United  Nations.  That  coun- 
eil  already  exists,  awaiting  only  actl- 
vation.  It  comprises  the  recognized 
heads  of  the  leading  religious  bodies 
of  the  world.  Cynics  may  say  they 
are  not  enough,  or  not  good  enough.

I  had  the  honor  of  being  Pastor  of  the 
Aberdeen  Baptist  Cburcb  for  nu>re  than 
22  years.  During  this  time  I  tried  to  do  a 
great  deal  of  mission  arork  in  the  country. 
After  retiring  some  years  ago.  I  have 
been  girlng  my  time  entirely  to  Mission 
work  in  Monroe  County  wttboot  appoint¬ 
ment  or  salary,  because  I  see  and  feel  the 
deep  need  of  such  work  hi  thu  connty 
of  over  770  square  miles  and  with  a  popu¬ 
lation  of  above  35,000.  I  was  interested  ia 
Brother  Patterson's  article  on  "What  An 
Aaaoclatlonal  Mlseionary  Does."  Thank 
you.  Brother  Patterson,  that's  fine.  But 
may  I  have  a  few  lines  to  tell  what  I  am 
trying  to  do  in  this  county  as  an  Associa- 
ttnnal  Missionary  without  appointment  or 
salary. 

I  have  established  10  mlssldn  points 
at  which  I  preach  regularly,  preaching  In 
homes  and  empty  tenant  bouses,  seating 
them  with  folding  chairs  and  lighting 
them  with  lanterns,  etc.  I  get  as  far 
from  a  church  as  I  can  in  thickly  popu¬ 
lated  sections  and  preach  In  homea. 
school  bouses,  at  Stores  and  filling  sta- 
tione,  using  a  public  address  system.  I 
carry  with  me  Bibles  and  TbatamenU 
and  outer  good  religious  books.  I  give 
away  these  Bibles  and  Testaments  in 
homes  that  do  not  have  them.  I  do  this 
all  at  my  own  expense  very  largely.  I 
never  take  a  collection.  It  is  a  work  of 
faith  alone.  What  UtUe  people  voluntarily 
give  me  is  all.  Sometlntes  I  get  down  to 
my  last  dollar;  then  somebody  helps  me 
a  little  and  I  go  ahead.  I  have  organised 
soQie  Sunday  Schoola,  and  the  Lord  is 
bieastng  the  work  greatly  and  I  am 
happy  in  it.

GERMANY  —  When  I  replaced  the 
receiver,  I  considered  the  commitment 
I  had  Just  made.  It  was  an  urgent  call 
from  Mr.  Koch,  who  asked  for  Strep¬ 
tomycin  to  save  the  life  of  a  young 
Sunday  School  boy  of  Herford.  It  was 
out  of  the  question  to  fon  a  conunlt- 
tee  meeting.  The  Streptomycin  had 
_  to  be  applied  at  once,  or  the  boy  would 
die  within  a  few  days.  All  depended  on 
a  quick  decision.  The  only  standard 
upon  which  I  could  base  my  decision 
were  the  teachings  of  Jesus.  “What 
would  He  have  done?"  was  the  ques¬ 
tion  that  had  to  be  answered.  He 
once  said;  “Let  the  UtUe  chUdren 
come  unto  me,  and  forbid  them  not: 

for  of  such  is  the  kingdom  of  God.” _ 

So  It  was  In  Jesus’  name  that  I  told 
Mr.  Koch  to  order  the  Streptomy¬ 
cin  from  Switzerland;  the  American 
Baptist  Relief  Committee  would  cover 
the  cost.  The  drug  arrived  the  follow¬ 
ing  day.  The  physician  administered 
the  first  does  and  the  little  fellow  is 
well  on  his  way  to  recovery. 

Now,  my  dear  reader,  you  are  in  for 
a  shock:  The  medicine  which  was  needed 
to  Mve  the  life  of  this  boy,  cost  $708. 
Was  it  worth  the  cost?  A  boy's  life  has 
been  saved,  a  mother's  heart  was  kept 
.  from  breaking,  a  father  looks  with  new 
faith  and  courage  to  God.  .and  u  entire 
community  la  made  to  realise  that  Jeew 
aUU  loves  UtUe  children,  that  He  atin 
acemnpliahes  miracles  of  healing.  TTm 
price  was  moderate,  for  the  profit,  both 
materially  and  spiritually,  was  high.  R 
was  done  In  Jesus’  name,  and  His  n»mjt 
was  glorified.

DR.  EVERrrr  lkk  green 
One  of  Mississippi's  most  distinguished 
country  physicians  and  a  prominent  ahun- 
nus  of 'Mississippi  College  passed  to  hte 
reward  early  this  year  after  more  than 
a  half  century  of  service  to  the  people 
of  Copiah  county. 

Dr.  Everett  Lee  Oreen  was  bom  March 
3$,  1868  In  the  Beth^  Church  community, 
eight  miles  east  of  Hazlehurst,  and  died 
oa  June  3S,  IMS  at  Carpenter. 

In  his  80  yeacs.  Dr.  Oreen  crowded  a 
lifetime  of  service  to  the  people  In  that 
rural  area  of  Mississippi.  His  service  was 
not  confined  alone  to  the  medical  atten¬ 
tion  of  his  patients.  He  was  a  scholar 
of  the  Bible,  an  artist,  a  musician  and 
a  man  of  sound  business  mind. 

Although  in  ill  health  during  the  last 
few  years  of  his  life.  Dr.  Oreen  con¬ 
tinued  to  see  his  patients  up  until  the 
time  of  his  death. 

He  was  the  eldest  son  of  Rev.  T.  W. 
Oreen  and  Caroline  Matilda  Oreen. 

He  attended  the  public  schools  of 
Copiah  county  and  matriculated  at  Mis¬ 
sissippi  College  In  1884.  TTiere  were  seven 
members  of  the  1889  graduating  class  of 
which  he  was  a  member,  and  his  death 
left  no  living  members  of  that  class. 

With  his  A.  B.  degree  from  Mississip¬ 
pi  College  went  honors  for  attaining  the 
highest  grades  of  the  class  in  mathema¬ 
tics  and  science. 

Following  his  graduatlcm  from  Missis¬ 
sippi  College.  Dr.  Oreen  married  Miss 
Inda  Roberts,  who  had  attended  Hillman 
College.  They  Uught  In  the  public  schools 
of  the  state  for  several  years  before  he 
entered  medical  school  at  Tulane.  He 
later  attended  what  is  now  Eknory  Uni¬ 
versity  medical  school  and  was  graduated 
there  In  1896  with  first  honors  in  sur¬ 
gery.  * 

Dr.  and  Mrs.  Oreen  settled  in  Car¬ 
penter  and  Mrs.  Oreen  still  resides  In 
that  community. 

He  was  a  member  of  both  the  state  and 
national  medical  association  and  for  a 
time  was  president  of  the  Central  Medi¬ 
cal  Association,  the  local  organisation  of 
the  Jackson  area. 

During  World  War  n.  Dr.  Oreen  and 
one  other  doctor  was  responsible  for 
the  physical  welfare  of  18,000  people  in 
his  area.  Despite  his  age  and  failing 
health  at  that  time,  he  continued  to  carry 
on  as  he  had  during  his  younger  da]rs. 

Shortly  before  his  death,  Dr.  Oreen 
told  friends; 

“At  the  outset  of  my  medical  practice, 
I  adopted  as  my  motto,  'He  lives  best 
who  devotes  his  life  to  the  interests  of 
others';  this  I  have  tried  to  do.  What¬ 
ever  measure  of  success  I  may  have  at¬ 
tained  la  due  to  the  fact  that  I  have  culti¬ 
vated  a  deep  and  abiding  Interest  In 
the  physlna  w^fare  sf  my  patiewis; 
and  this  without  prejudice  as  to  race, 
scx'lal  standing  or  financial  worth.” 

Dr.  Oreen  was  the  brother  of  Rev.  T. 
WiT-Oreen,  Jetr  Route  %,  Wesssw,  who  eiso 
graduated  from  Mlssbsippl  College  In 
1909.

The  Old  and  New  in  Clinton 

By  Dr.  A.  A.  Kitchings 
In  a  former  sketch  on  this  subject 
I  made  a  mistake  about  the  age  of 
Jennings  Hall.  It  was  erected  in  1907. 
Old  hopies  near  Clinton,  known  to 
former  students  have  practically  all 
been  lost  by  fire.  Two  old  mansiomp 
were '  "The  O  a  k  s’’  and  Governor 
Leake’s  home.  No  house  has  replaced 
"The  Oaks,"  but  H.  T.  Ashford.  Jr., 
has  built  a  home  on  the  same  aa  the 
Leake  house,  and  from  a  distance,  it 
looks  just  like  the  old  mansion. 

’The  old  baseball  field  is  now  used  as 
a  football  field,  with  concrete  stadium 
seats.  The  "out  doors”  basketball 
courts  have  been  replaced  by  an  ex¬ 
cellent  gjrmnasium. 

Chapel  speeches  are  pretty  much  the 
same  as  40  and  50  years  ago  but  the 
student  song  leaders  have  been  suc¬ 
ceeded  by  the  head  of  the  music  de¬ 
partment. 

The  Hillman  campus  now  serves  a 
different  purpose.  It  has  been  ab¬ 
sorbed  by  Mississippi  College  and  is 
being  used  largely  for  apartments  for 
faculty  members  at  Mississippi  Col¬ 
lege.  Prof.  M.  P.  L.  ^rry,  who  served 
as  president  of  Hillman  for  many 
years  is  now  fiUing  a  useful  place  at 
Mississippi  College. 

Many  former  students  will  be  glad 
to  know  that  Prof.  J.  R.  Hitt,  although 
retired,  still  is  enjoying  excellent 
health  and  filling  places  of  responsi¬ 
bility  in  the  community. 

Air  tight  rules  of  former  days  have 
been  relaxed  so  that  a  student  may 
even  go  to  the  “Chat  and  Chew"  for 
refreshments  day  or  night.  Students 
no  longer  get  demerits  if  they  go  for 
their  mall  after  classes  begin. 

The  old  Eager  place,  later  the  Gill 
place  in  northea^  Clinton  has  be¬ 
come  a  new  subdivision,  bidding  fair 
to  have  a  real  part  in  the  life  of  the 
town.  In  former  days,  then  Mississippi 
College  had  a  "prep  department”  the 
town  of  Clinton  had  a  tenall  school. 
It  now  has  an  enrollment  of  a^roxi- 
mately  1,000  ahif  rknUis  yiMi  the  leatf- 
ing  high  schools  of  the  state.

BAPTISTS

We  have  a  re^nslbility  for  t2ie 
American  Indians  which  we  have  just 
begun  to  recogniae  and  assume, 
teerns  this  from  hearing  Dr.  J.  b. 
Rounds,  Home  Mission  Board  director 
of  Indian  work.  He  becomes  all  the 
more  impressed  by  it  when  he  1ms 
Flslted  a  reservation  and  seen  the  In¬ 
dian  work. 

Down  kt  east  central  MMMeaippI  is 
A  tribe  of  Choctaws.  Hiey  have  been 
crowded  into  a  hOIy,  sandy  area  of 
two  eonnUes.  with  Philadelphia  and 
Carthage  as  their  principal  towns. 
Most  of  the  area  is  very  poor  farm 
lands,  hence  there  has  been  little  in- 
dneement  for  these  Indian^  to 
good  uners  of  the  soU.  They  and  u«»<r 
brotben  elsewhere  have  been 
agialnst  as  few  conquered  people  in  all 
time  were  mistreated  by  a  dvilixed 
conqueror. 

New  Day  Optm 

But  a  new  day  Is  opening  for  tfaeas, 
end  they  are  developing  native  leader- 
ship,  as  weU  as  beginning  to  Increase 
in  numl^rs.  Due  to  work  carried  on 
during  recent  years  by  the  Home 
Mission  Board,  and  to  effective  aid 
rendered  by  the  Misdseippi  •• 

well  as  Pint  Baptist  Church  of  Phila¬ 
delphia.  the  Miackles  which  the  white 
man's  greed  for  gold  fastened  about 
many  of  them  through  strong  drtak 
being  removed,  new  hopes  and  as¬ 
pirations  are  being  given  them,  and 
their  young  people  are  getting  a 
chance  to  be  developed  into  tribal 
leaders  who  know  too  much  to  be  help¬ 
less  in  the  hands  of 
Since  1620  the  Mississippt  tribe  has 
increased  nearly  20  per  cent  in  num¬ 
ber,  some  400  in  aU.  Today,  in  this  te- 
eervaUon  there  are  about  two  thou¬ 
sand  ChoeUws  and  they  am.  with  few 
excepts,  full  Mood.  Their  young  people 
have  learned  that  the  awful  aegxvga- 
tion  which  custom  and  prejudices  bom 
of  days  of  drunken  Indians  on  the 
town  Mreets  does  not  exist  elaewhetv. 
and  three  of  them  are  in  Clarke  Col¬ 
lege.  CUnton.  MMssippl.  with  nine 
others  in  the  high  school  there.  One 
girl  is  in  EBue  Mountain,  one  in 
the  Indian  school  In  Oklahoma.  Some 
of  the  young  people  of  this  tribe  de¬ 
velop  remarkably  when  given  the  pri¬ 
vilege  of  education.  Some  have  musi¬ 
cal  talent.  One  lad  has  a  remarkably 
clear,  rich  tenor  voice.  But  they  have 
•0  little  with  which  to  answer  the  de¬ 
sire  of  their  hearts  for  advancement, 
so  little  with  which  to  go  to  advanced 
school.

The  Youth  Rallies  held  the  week  of 
Oct.  9-16  were  all  we  could  have  ex- 
piected  from  the  seven  that  were  held. 
The  New  Albany  church  canceled  the 
meeting  there  which  left  that  section 
unreached  but  the  other  seven  went 
through  on  schedule.

At 
Starkville  Shuqualak  deserves  recogni¬ 
tion  (or  coming  the  fatherest,  45 
miles  with  Aberdeen  a  close  second 
coming  40  miles.  At  Biloxi  the  adjoin¬ 
ing  association,  Jackson,  had  over  a 
hundred  in  attendance.  Calvary 
church  Pascagoula  bringing  the  larg¬ 
est  crowd  of  fifty  or  more.  Agricola  in 
tion  for  coming  the  farthest  to  come 
but  there  were  11  coming  the  distance 
of  about  60  miles.  Picayune  came  with 
a  splendid  group  65  miles  to  Hatties¬ 
burg.  Courtland  and  Batesvllle  travel¬ 
ed  45  and  40  respectively  to  Clarksdale 
and  a  splendid  group  Including  girls 
quartet  who  sang  came  from  Malvina 
a  distance  of  46  miles.  ’The  first  meet¬ 
ing  held  at  Clinton  drew  a  good  crowd 
from  Vicksburg  a  distance  of  35  miles. 
Many  many  others  came  from  dis¬ 
tance  almost  M  far  as  these,  but  this 
will  give  some  idea  of  the  wide  spread 
interest.  We  may  have  left  some  out 
that  should  be  mentioned  but  we  are 
doing  this  from  memory  and  we  prob¬ 
ably  won’t  have  a  monument  built  to 
our  “memory.”  ’They  were  great  days 
and  we  thank  God  for  them.

DR.  McCALL  CHALLENGES 
N.  O.  SEMINARY  STUDENTS 

"Every  one  of  us  must  Join  with  him 
who  said,  T  am  a  pessimist  when  I 
see  what  the  world  is  coming  to,  but  I 
become  an  optimist  when  I  remem¬ 
ber  Who  has  come  to  the  world,’  " 
stated  Dr.  Duke  K.  McCall  In  his 
address  to  the  students  and  faculty 
of  the  New  Orleans  Baptist  Theological 
Seminary  October  14. 

Speaking  at  the  Seminary’s  annual 
Founder's  Day  program  on  the  sub¬ 
ject  "Spiritual  Optimism  for  Troubled 
Times,”  Dr.  McCall  said  he  refused  to 
join  the  calamity  howlers  who  view 
with  alarm  and  look  with  despair  upon 
present  world  conditions. 

Quoting  predictions  of  disaster 
which  had  failed  to  materialize  from 
the  Greek  scholar  Plutarch  to  the 
English  statesman  William  Pitt.  Dr. 
McCall  indicated  how.  In  any  period  of 
change  In  the  world’s  history  the 
voices  of  the  pessimists  are  the  loud¬ 
est. 

“Jhls  economic  and  political  turmoU 
could  soon  be  straightened  out  were 
It  not  for  the  fact  that  the  men  and 
women  of  Western  Europe  have  lost 
faith,”  Dr.  McCall  said. 

Dr.  McCall  challenged  the  students 
of  the  New  Orleans  Seminary  to  bear 
to  the  world  the  message  of  the  In¬ 
carnate  Son  of  God  who  has  come 
to  seek  and  ,to  save  that  which  was 
lost. 
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Teaching  la  not  a  snbstitnte  for  the  ex¬ 
perience  of  conversion.  Knowing  a  lot 
about  CTu-ist  and  the  doctrines  of  the 
Bible  can  never  take  the  place  of  perfon- 
al  repentance  and  faith.  Teaching  is  the 
preparation  of  the  soil  and  planting  of 
the  seed.  The  Holy  Spirit  must  make'  one 
a  new  creature  and  be  does  this  when  a 
person  vepents  of  the  sin  in  his  heart 
and  believes  in  the  Lord  Jesus  Christ.  .  , 
Clifton  J.  Allen  in  The  Teacher.
